The safety and security of all plec- in Louisiana and Mississippi — is
vitally important, and agencies in both states waking together to make sure lives are
saved. If early and proper evacuation notices @w\Drleans and along the Gulf Coast
are heeded, lives will be saved and the need terseManes will be eliminated.”
